ENGLISH VIEWS 3 ERICAN CORRUP- 

It is natural that the Brerxnar exposure 
should have excited unusual attention in 
England. The excitement in this country 
would of itself find an echo there. But there 
is another reason why it has attracted special 
notice. The larye liberal sentiment in En- 
gland looks to the United States eagerly to 
justify its faith in pgpularigovernment, while 
the monarchical and aristocratic sentiment 
just as egerly seize upon every adverse cir- 
cumstance to illustrate the dangers of popu- 
lar government. So Breixnar has been ac- 
cepted as the representative of a class, and 
his conduct as one of the products of our 
political system. We cannot reasonably com- 
plain of this. We cannot remove the im- 
pression that BeLxnap’s case has made except 
by an improvemeut in the political practices 
which have led to it. If we endeavor to 
counteract it by saying that official corrup- 
tion is not confined to Republics, but that 
Beuixwap’s case finds a parallel in Bunce and 
the Duke of York in England, in Narontzon 
III. Ministers who betrayed him and 
swindled France before and during the Ger- 
man war, in the official dishonesty which 
is the greatest trial of the Rus- 
sian Ozar’s absolute Government, or 
in the recent German scandal which 
exposed an officer of the Prussian army as 
selling information to the Russian Govern- 
ment, the reply is made that we have claimed 
more virtue for the republican form of gov- 
ernment, and that the result proves that it is 
no improvement upon what we have come to 
denounce on the stump as ‘‘ the effete mon- 
archies of Europe.” In England especially 
does this official scandal magnify by contrast, 
for we can only find similar instances by go- 
ing some way back into English history, and 
it is a matter of notoriety that the civil ser- 
vice of England has become so efficient a 
check that malfeasance in office is now almost 
unknown in England.

The polit- 
ical machinery of the Union,” it adds, may 
almost be said to have been devised to re- 
duce the masses of the people to impotence, 
and to give power to those who have learnt 
the trick of manipulating it so as to make 
money by its use.” It regatis personal in- 
dependence as so entirely crushed out 
that if there were not a free liter- 
ature to check and modify the repressiveness 
of party machinery, political life would be 
reduced to stagnation.” The time has evi- 
dently come, in the opinion of the more in- 
telligent Englishmen, to test the relative 
strength of the people and the scheming poli- 
ticians.

The character and 
associations of the men nominated for the 
Presidency will determine in what degree the 
popular voice for reform can prevail. 

The comments of the Spectator are very 
much in the same spirit as those of the Times, 
with a still greater interest in the success of 
Republicanism to correct its abuses in time. 
It foresees the difficulty of establishing an 
honest. and scientifically organized civil ser- 
vice in the face of the strong party feeling, 
and it deprecates the greed and speculation 


of the business men of this country as the 


root of the pecuniary corruption in the of- 
fices; but it believes that the choice of the 
proper kind of a man for President will 
of itself lead to the reform now most 
necessary in this country. He must be 
aman who hates corruption, and who will 
insist upon the unhampered exercise of his 
constitutional right of appointment. Such a 
man would surround himself with a class of 
Ministers and heads of Departments who 
could speedily cure their subordinates of cor- 
rupt and careless habits, and drive off the 
horde of outside corruptionists with their 
schemes. We are sure that the Republican 
party can nominate such a man, and we be- 
lieve the Democratic might do so; but if 
there shall be but one such man put before 
the geople, that man will certainly be elected. 
This is the present remedy for official cor- 
ruption. .—

PUNISHING MURDER IN IRELAND. 

A letter from the Dublin correspondent of 
the London Times, under date of March 13, 
gives a summary of the criminal cases tried 
before the recent Irish Assizes; containing 
some very startling facts concerning the mal- 
administration of justice in that country. 
Although an unusually large number of cap- 
ital offenses have been tried, there has not 
been a conviction in a single instance. The 
Times correspondent cites a number of cases, 
all of them of an agrarian nature. At Tip- 
perary two men named Bourne, father and 
son, were tried for the murder of a farmer 
named Scanian, and were acquitted. At 
Cavan a man named Surru was tried for the 
murder of a law clerk who had bought his 
holding from a former landlord and wished 
to eject the prisoner. He also was acquitted, 
notwithstanding the murder was clearly 
proven. At Tralee a man named Cour 
was tried for the murder of his 
uncle and mother and the burning 
of the latter's cabin, and was acquitted. 
At Sligo a man who had murdered a farmer 
to get possession of his lands escaped. At 
Mullingar aman who had murdered a fagm- 
er named Rionand Moran was acquitted. 
At Tullamore, Perun CLArrur, who shot and 
killed a man at a wake, was acquitted. At 
Dundalk another man who had murdered a 
farmer escaped by acquittal. At Kilkenny, 
in twenty-one cases of riot and murder there 
was not a single conviction, and five escaped 
in a similar manner at Maryborough. In 
every one of these cases the prosecution was 
prepared with great care, the case was pre- 
sented to the jury with the best professional 
skill, and the testimony was unanswerable, 
and yet the prisoners escaped either by dis- 
agreements or actual acquittals. The facts 
are so startling, and indicate such a wide- 
spread sympathy with crime in Ireland, 
that the English papers are discussing 
them with great earnestness. The unan- 
imity of these acquittals in various 
parts of Ireland shows that they must be ac- 
counted for by some theory outside of the in- 
nocence of the accused or weakness of testi- 
mony. The Tunes, in discussing the facts, 
boldly lays down two reasons for this singu- 
lar condition of justice, which militate 
strongly against Home Rule, although it does 
not urge them as arguments. They are, first, 
the popular sympathy with crime and the 
pity for criminals which illustrates the per- 
versity of Celtic tiiaracter, since by sympa- 
thizing with criminals the Celts only expose 
themselves to assaults from the lawless classes; 
and second, the determination of the people 
not to respect any law imposed upon them 
from without. Rather than obey such laws, 
they voluntarily deprive themselves of their 
protection. Viewing dhe laxity of justice 
from this standpoint, the Times reads the 
Irish people the following salutary lesson : 


It is strange if, from mere perversity, Lrishmen 
should decline to maintain the Queen’s peace, in 
which they themselves are, after all, the most closely 
interested. If such is the fact, we must console our- 
selves by the reflection that ft is not upon Englishmen 
that their seif-inflicted punishment will fail. While 
Englishmen can maintain the peace on this side the 
Irish Channel, or can give a good account of those who 
offend against it, they may be the less concerned that 
in Tipperary or in Westmeath it can be broken with 
impunity by the common will of the inhabitants. We 
could wish our Irish fellow-citazens were a little wiser ;

THE NEW ITALY. 

The 14th of March, being the fifty-sixth 
anniversary of the birth of Victor Emman- 
VEL, was appropriately celebrated at Rome 
by the opening of a great public library, no 
less than 650,000 volumes in which had been 
taken from the suppressed monasteries. The 
fifteen years of his reign have been but a 
succession of triumphs over the Vatican. 
Every one of those triumphs has marked the 
advance of Italy from her degradation asa 
nation of /azsaroni and brigands, with only 
the relics of the art of former generations to 
boast, to that of a people capable of self- 
government, wt availing themselves of it to 
make the most/extraordinary progress of this 
era, The great library is a fitting monument 
to the resurrection of Italy, and it was mete 
that these spoils from the power that crushed 
her should contribute to it. But thirty years 
since not only was Italy under the foreign 
yoke, but her people, under the tem- 
poral dominion of the Vatican, seemed 
to have absolutely lost all capacity 
for self.government. The paternalism 
of a Government claiming to rule by 
divine sanction ; which asgigned to the cit- 
izen only absolute submission to its decrees ; 
and the policy of which was exhausted in 
anathemas against progress, and in the at- 
tempt to chain Italy to the dead dark ages, 
and to make up life of unceasing religious 
ceremonies and incense offerings to the hier- 


archy, had made of them the saddest proof 


on earth of the degradation to which the 
absolute rule of a priest-King ean reduce 
men. Patriotism seemed dead. Art was ex- 
tinct. Ignorance was everywhere. Enter- 
prise was unknown. The religious houses 
had already acquired one-third the entire 
landed estates, and was rapaciously seizing 
upon the residue, while upon all that they 
touched fell a blight to industry, and their 
every acquisition multiplied the throngs of 
beggars in orders. Italy had no statesmen ; 
she had only priestly intriguers. She had no 
artists nor orators ; no literature but of the 
past ; no institutions of learning unless were 
reckoned those in which ignorance, hostility 
to science, and denial of the right of thought 
were cultivated. She had only monasteries 
crowded with idle priests, and the support of 
which impoverished the people. It seemed 
im possible she could recover her place among 
nations. But the mighty genius of the 
Latins, derided as extinct, survived. It 
needed but a Garrpatpr, a Cavour, 
and a Vicros Exmanvet to awake it. 
Italy produced these, and New Italy was 
born. Since Victor Emmanven ascended the 
throne, Rome, freed from priestly domina- 
tion, has become the great secular Capital of 
a great mation. Liberty of the press and 
freedom of speech have been established. 
Justice is administered in the tribunals ac- 
cording to the liberal code established by law, 
not by the edicts of the Vatican. Industry 
has revived. Railways have opened to com- 
merce what were byways where lurked 
brigands. Beggary is no longer a legalized 
profession. The Constitution guarantees 
a parliamentary Government as free as 
that of Great Britain. The religious estab- 
lishments have been compelled to surrender 
to the Government their vast estates. The con- 
vents are empty and the schools are crowded. 
The unification of Germany, and even the 
destruction of slavery in our own country, in 
view of the obstacles to be overcome, were 
easier achievements than these of Italy in 
emancipating the people from the 

which the Church, going outside her spiritual 
province, had imposed upon her, and which 
bore fruit in the destruction of , of 
enterprise, of learning, and in the multipli- 


cation of beggary and the degradation of the |, 


whole people. 

That Italy is not halting in her great strides 
toward a foremost rank among civilized na- 
tions is apparent from all the signs of the 
times; but perhaps the best evidence of it is 
contained in the showing made by Signor 
Monrrrr in the financial budget laid before 
the Parliament at the opening of its session 
on the 6th ult. The arrears of tazes for the 
last fiscal year were but 21,000,000 lire 
($4,250,000), as against 200,000,000 ($40,- 
000,000) for the year preceding. Notwith- 
standing the outlays for the improvement of 
the Tiber, the construction of railways, and 
other great improvements which are restor- 
ng the material prosperity of the Kingdom, 
the deficit for the last year was but $3,000,- 
000. With the prosecution of gigantic in- 
ternal-improvement enterprises, and making 
allowance for $5,000,000 outlay for railroad 
construction, for the current year it is esti- 
mated there will be a surplus revenue of 
15,000,000 lire ($3,000,000). Upon this show- 
ing the King, in his address from the throne, 
has asked Parliament to make provision for 
the purchase of the principal railways of the 
Kingdom, to be operated by the Government, 
which will doubtless be done. 

There remains the national debt, the cost 
of the wars which made possible the New 
Italy, to be paid. It amounts to about 
£400,000,000, or nearly $2,000,000,000. The 
depreciated paper-currency is also to be got 
rid of. But the Government, without in- 
creasing taxation, and still proseouting its 
great public improvements, has managed to 
fetch its expenditures within its revenues, 
while the property of the religious ho uses it 
has appropriated has added enormously to 
its available resources. But the exhibit is 
most gratifying in that it shows the increase 
of the wealth of the.country.

AMERICAN SILVER OOINS. 

The silver coinage of the United States is 
rapidly becoming complicated. Its history 
is interesting. The first pla for a national 
coinage was that of Ropert and Gouvernevus 
Morais in 1782. But in 1786 the Congress 
of the Confederation adopted a system of 
national coinage prepared by Mr. Jxrrynsox. 
This act designated the names to be given to 
the coins and fixed the weights and fineness 
of each coin. The eagle or $10 piece was to 
contain 246} grains of fine gold; a dollar was 
to contain 375% grains of fine silver. The 
smaller coins were to have proportionate 
weights of gold or silver. The proportion 
was abott 1 to 16. It was not, ho- 
ever, until after the organization of the 
Union that the coinage received attention. 
In 1792 laws were enacted for the esfab- 
lishment of n mint, and the weight 
of the eagle was fixed at 270 grins 
of the fineness of 916-1000. and the 
dollar to contain 416 grains, the fine- 
ness to be 1,485 parts silver in a total of 1,664. 
The cent was to have 264 grains of copper. 
A year later the cent was reduced to 208 
grains, and in 1796 the weight of the cent 
was further reduced to 168 grains. The 
dollar was made the unit of Federal money, 
and with the gold and silver coinage were 
made legal-tenders. In 1834 the weight of 
the eagle was reduced from 270 to 258 grains, 
and the degree of fineness changed to 9-10. 
The want of uniformity in the degree of fine- 
ness of the American coins, and that in this 
respect they differed from che coins of other 
countries, resulted in 1837 in the enactment 
of other laws prepared by the then Director 
of the Mint, Mr. R. M. Parrzersow. By this 
bw the standard of fineness for both silver 
and gold coins was fixed at 900-1000. The 
weight of the silver dollar was reduced to 
4124 grains. The minor coins were of pro- 
portionate weight with the silver dollar and 
the gold eagle. Subsequently provision was 
made for the coinage of $1 and $3 gold 
pieces and a 3-cent silver coin. 

In 1853 was the greai change in 
the silver coinage of the United States. The 
American silver coinage had a greater value 
as bullion than they had as coins, and, con- 
sequently, were gathered up and exported, 
and the United States were floc‘ with the 
worn, defaced, and dehased o of other 
countries, especially of Spain, wiich were in 
general use. To remedy this, and to stop 
the exportation of silver, Cony: , in 1853, 
enacted that the fineness of the lver coin 
should remain at 900-1000, and the weight of 
the silver dollar should remain at 4124 grains; 
the weight of the half-dollar atculd be re- 
duced from 206} to 192 grains, and of the 
smaller coins in like proportion. Previous to 
that time the mint had always coined silver 
for any person depositing the bullion; coin- 
age for individuals was, by the act of 1853, 
stopped, the Government receiving the 
seigniorage or profit between the value of the 
metal and the value of the coin, which was 
then equal to about 3 per cent. Gold and 
silver then stood in the relation of 16 to 1. 
In 1887-8 silver was worth §1.21 per ounce 
in gold, and ranged from that rate up to $1.23 
per ounce until of late, when its value has 10 
clined to the vicinity of only $1.05 per ounce. 
With silver at $1.21 per ounce, the Govern- 
ment produced $1.25 in half dollars uc the 
other small coins. Silver is now selling in 
London at 52) to 58 pence per ous, or 
something about $1.05 Federal money. de 
act of 1858 declared that the half-dollars and 
other fractional parts of the silver dollar 
should no longer be a legal-tender beyond the 
sum of $5. They had previously been a 
legal-tender for any amount. 

In 1878 the coinage acts were again con- 
solidated and revised. The standard of gold 
and silver coins is fixed at 9-10 fineness. The 
gold dollar is declared ag the unit of value, 
and its weight fixed at 25.8 grains of 9-10 
fineness. The other eoins are a quarter and 
a half of an eagle, a double eagle, and a three- 
dollar piece, all of gold. These are made a 
jegal-tender to any amount. The ailver 
coins are a “trade dollar,” weighing 420 
grains; a half-dollar, weighing 192.9 
grains, with 25, 20, and 10 cent pieces 
of weight proportionate to the half. 
dollar. These are a legal-tender for 
any sum not exceeding $5 in one 
payment. The weight of the American half- 
dollar is half that of the 5-franc silver piece 
of France, Belgium, and Switzerland, of the 
5-lire silver coin of Italy, and of the same 
weight as the new silver florin of Austria. 
The bill just passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and now pending in the Segate, 
makes the silver dollars a legal-tender to the 
amount of $50, and the half and other 
amaller silver coins a legal-tender to the 
amount of $25 in any one payment. 

At present the law makes gold coins a legal- 
tender for any amount; National Treasury 
notes a legal-tender for any amount except 
where otherwise stipulated in the contract ; 
silver coins a legal-tender to the amount of 
$5; fractional currency is receivable in ex- 
change for postage and revenue stamps, and 
other dues to the United States, in sums not 
exceeding $5; nickel and copper coins «a 
legal-tender to the amount of 25 cents. 

The causes of the decline in the value of 
silver are, 1, the recent immense productions 
and discoveries of the metal; and 2, the de- 
monetization of silver by nearly all the 
countries of the world, but more especially 
by Germany. Silver was until within a short

COV. TILDEN. 
SUIT BY THE ALTON ROAD. 

The Chicago & Alton Railroad Company filed 
a bill yesterday against Gov. Samuel J. Tilden, 
of New York, and Lewis H. Meyer, asking for 
an acceunt in reference to their connection with 
the Chicago & Mississippi Railroad, and for an 
injunction to prevent them from disposing of 
certain stocks. The bill sets out that in Novem- 
ber, 1862, certain bondholders and creditors of 
the Chicago & Mississippi Railroad Company 
and its succsssor, the Chicago, Alton & St. Louis 
Railroad Company, selected the defendants, 
Meyer and Tilden, as trustees, for the purpose 
of securing ther indebtedness. A short 
time previous to this the defendants 
bad bought the property of the two 
above named railroads at a foreclosure 
sale. In November, 1862, they 5 4 
railroad property to the complainant, lat 
agreeing to pay for it in stock and bonds, aod 
Tilden and Meyer in turn were to pes stocks 
aod bonds to the creditorsof the o companies 
in satisfaction of their claims. 

The complainant owns $3,500 of the bonds of 
the Chicago & Mississippi, and is entitled to 6 
distributive sbare of the Proceeds of such rail- 
road. It delivered to the defendants $600, 000 of 
first-mortgage sinking-fund bonds, $2,400,000 of 
first-mortgage bonds, and $1,100,000 of income 

but they, after paying nearly ail 
the reserving enough 
to iqui remainder, have 
retained in tbeir hands stocks and under 
pretense of adjusting their claims for services, 
to the amount of $70,000. In 1863, they reported 
that they had $6,000 in cash and $32,000 in bonds 
which had not been expende and from time to 
time since they have made further reports, io 
which it bas been discovered that the cash 
slowly melted away for office-rent 
hire. These bonds bave never been 
market, nor have the coupons 
for payment, except a few on which payment 
was surreptitiously obtained. ; 

it was agreed in 1862 that s portion of the 
bonds so given to the defendants shonid be re- 
deemed from time to time, and that it snould be 
determined by lot which bonds should be ro- 
deemed. In with this arrangement 
complainant has from time to time remitted 
large sums of money to the defendants for such 
purpose, and in 1875 sent them $35,000, but it 
charges that they only used a portion of thas 
sum for such purpose, and converted the re- 
mainder to their ou use. It therefore asks 
that an account may be had of the amount due 
the defendants or to it, and that they may be re- 
strained from seiliog or otherwise disposing of 
the $32,000 of bonds above-mentioned until the 
affair can be settled. An injunction was 
by Judge Williams under a bond for $10,000.
